IJtiiidrcd.s ni tholu sviil I e 
absolutely unable to deliver up what they 
have long ago ap|)ro|jriatt'd and s[ient. 1 
know a huge block of splendid otlices in 
tho centre of Livorpotd heUiiigiug to an 
eminent firm of accountaiita which, 
amongat the knowing ones, goes by the 
name of unclaimed dividend buildings, 
and this ia only a sample of what haa I. ecii 
going on for years. tSyinpatby would be 
wasted if expended upon thoso gentry 
who have fattened upon the carcases of 
defunct eatatu.s. The government will 
gut, it ia ostiuiatod, at least two millions 
sterling out of the hands of the accoun- 
tants, and tluiae (>f them who can give a 
satiflfactory ac<;ount nf the baliuicea of tho 
estates of which lliey have been tru.stcea 
will lind it to their ndvuntage under the 
operation of tlie now law. As to the de- 
faulters the profession will, to a great 
extent, bo cleored of the men who have 
BO long e.xpoaed it to ( ippr .'bri ii lu.

I'ho ycutainan points out 
that taken at hreuty-lhree years' purchase 
this shows a decrease in the value of land 
of no leas than nearly eijjiity-.si.x; niilliuna I 
sterling. 'I'ho yro.ss ainuial value of lands 
asseaaud for incoine ta.N in J881-81i waa 
flixty-iiine millions .sterling which, at 
twenty-throe year.i' purehaso, gives 
£1,587,000 sterling or $7 ,y;!5, QUO value. 

The remarkable pamphlet "The Bitter 
Cry of Outcaat Loudon," has cnuaod con- 
siderable sensation, but the cry h.as been 
going up to Heaven fur many and many a' 
yoar. It iaonly a very okl story told over 
again. It waa told of the Hculii.sli capital, 
tho modern Athens, by Dr. (iiithno in 
"The City and its Sorrows," many year.s 
ago. The wealth und iniigniticenco of 
London covers scenes and sights of 
wretchedness and sornnv all iiiinoticed in 
tho surging of bu.sy inultitudr.s int./Mit on 
getting gain and' seeking i.leasure. Re- 
ports now appearing in the newspapers 
give shocking details. In nue cellar a 
sanitary inajjoctor found ii father, mother, 
three children and fmir pigs in a single 
room. A city ini.ssiunary discovered a 
man ill with biuall \u>\, his wife just re- 
covering from her eighth conli iieinout and 
the children running alxjiil half naked 
and covered with dirt. Then seven people 
living in one tiuderground kitchen and a 
little dead child lying tlieio. Elsewhuu! 
a widow and Ium- si.x uhiKlitMi, including 
one daughter of -'il, another of L!l and a 
son of 27 years of ago, all occupying a 
single room, iiiid in another aparlnient 
nine brothers and sisters from twenty-nine 
years of age downwards live, eat and 
sloop together. From I he Marquis of 
Salisbury, who lias t.iken up the (lUeation 
of house acconiinodatii.n for Ihe poor, 
down to the vestryman the eatiso assigned 
is any save tho correct one, and munici- 
palities and the logifihUure are called up 
on to provide III id build hollies for these 
people, while piibtie houses are flaunting 
thoir garish giandeur all around the rotten 
reeking tenonieiita in which these people 
exist. The earnings that should go to 
pay rent for decent inuiac acci luniodatioii 
are apeiit on drink, and I lot magistrates 
. grant licenaus for grcg shops in aiich [nv- 
f usion in tho pot.reat parts of the metropo- 
lis and of cur great citsas that the 
teiriptationa to drunkenness are not easily 
escaped by our inorni and social criiipleH. 
Taking Liverpool as an e.xaniple and 
calculating Iheavorngo tal;ing.s of each of 
the 2,600 public houses it eontaina at only 
£40 per week we have .i']00,{)flO per week 
spent almost entirely by tlie poor and 
laboring clas.se.s. 'I'lie iicifple who are 
bettor oil have their own licer and wine 
cellars and nrv not supplied fnun tho 
ordinary gin palace. Oar legislature and 
our msgiBtratoa are in luagtio together to 
keep the people- poor by tempting them 
to drink. 



The money diSiculty which has stood 
in tho way of the Australian cricketers 
paying ua another visit next summer ia 
not yet settled. They do not put thom- 
selves before tho "world as profeaaionala 
but drive a much harder bargain. It ia 
not to he o.xpeeted that thoyaliould como 
at their own expense, but each tnonibor of 
the last team having received ,E'2.')4, ll)a. 
the terina which produced that rate of 
payment ought to bo conaidereu sulliciont 
fgr "gontleinen amateurs." But in ad- 
dition to half the gate money thoir 
demand ia half the takings for reserved 
seats and grand stands and to ^''^'^ che 
lingli.sh committees decline to accede. 
The alternative ia aaid to bo that thoy will 
not come; but thia will not greatly distress 
ua. Tho question of paid amatoura ia 
likely to crop up in our own clubs. Some 
disclosures made at a meeting of the 
creditors of Mr. R. Qilbert, of the Glou- 
cestershire .eleven, a cousin of the 
champion biit.sinan, Mr. W. G. Grace, 
have given prominoneo to tho fact that 
though a "gentleman nnmteiir," ho re- 
ceived £'5 c'r £t> in each match in which 
ho played, and it ia mi>re than aurmisod 
that there are .ithera claiming the privi 
leges conceded to amateurs who also re 
eeive ji.iyinent for playing. 

The international chuss tournaiiiont waa 
successful, not merely in the interest taken 
in it but liiiancially also, a balance of 
£"J70, 8s 2d have been left after paying 
all e.Kpensua. Tho decision of tho com- 
inittoe to [irint a bonk containing all .the 
games played, tu be presented to- each 
subscriber to the fund of the tonnianiont, 
and to expend £70 then lumaining in 
giving tealitijoiiials to the secretary and 
foreign secretary mast bo regarded as 
highly satisfactory. 

A Straug's Sooao of UinErlod Luxury, 
'Wrotobednoas e,n& S;iualor. 

A Inte Philadelphia special to tlio 
New York Tinus says. TheotGce of 
I)(^|)uty ("Coroner Powor.s was fillinl to 
iluy liy anlirong of curious people iiior- 
tiidly attracted to the inquest upon tlie 
body of Edward Leonard, the man who, 
after sacrificing both genius and wealth 
to his apiietite for liquor, died misera- 
bly ujioD the bare floor of liia own 
home. A visit to the home of the dead 
niiin. No. 211 South Klevontli street, 
revealed a strangf! scene of mingled 
luxury, wretchedness and squalor. 
Stretcheil across two old chairs in the 
room in which he died lay the coffin 
containing the body of tlie Eoroier man 
of fortune. ' In tho library atljoining, 
his ijray-haired wife was just recover- 
ing from tiio stupor of a prolonged de- 
baiicli. The house was in wrotched 
disorder. Strewn about the iloor and 
ovor the bedclotheSj where the dying 
engineer had suflered in his last deliri- 
um, were the confused relices of a 
.§5000 library ninny a fine octavos torn 
and soiled. On the. nmntle stood a 
beautiful crystal wine .service in a cab- 
inet t'x|)enHi viily inlaid. It was Leon- 
aiil'.s gift to Ids wife on his relurfi from 
Euro|)e two years ago. 

In strange contrast with these evid- 
ences of luxury waa the gent^rul air of 
decay and neglect pervading the hou.se, 
the bare |)atcli(;s upon tlu; walls where 
the bright wall paper had been wantonly 
lorn oil' and never replaced, the dirty 
crockery and glass ware, the noisoiuo 
odors that lilled the place from the 
accniiiul.ited dirt and ix'fuse in the cell- 
ars and rooni.s. The gloomy [lictaro was 
hightciied by the forlorn appearance of 
Leonard's ihriui children, given over to 
the watchful care of the undertaker's 
female assistant, while their naother 
slept ofT her deljauch. Clara is a bright, 
intelligent girl, fifteen years old, and 
Florence and Eddie are pretty children 
but all bear sad evidences of parental 
neglect. 

Edward Leonard came Iiore from 
Vermont in 1S77. He was the inventor 
of a patent fire extinguisher and various 
other machines, from the sale of which 
he derived a largo income. Ife lived in 
e.vcellent style, and niaintained three 
.■servants in his house. When sober tic; 
was an all'able and phuisant cotn[!aiiion. 
Drink was his curse. 'T,. became worse 
and worse, until no servanc would live 
in his house for anj wages, lie ceased 
working at his jirofeHsioii entirely, and 
he and his wife scpnied to abandon 
tlieinst'lves to drunkenefca. They wore 
frequently very noi.sy, and tho luugli- 
bor.s complained of them to the society 
for tho prevention of cruelty to child- 
ren. Finally Leonard went to Balti- 
more, it was said, to enter a rofornmtory 
institution, but three weeks ago he 
came back and raved ever-since until 
his death. 



An Electhic Watch. — A- Ku.ssian 
Jew, Solomon Schi.sgal by name, and 
only niiielecu years old, the .son of a 
watchmaker in Berditsclien, has inven- 
ted a watch which goes by electricity, 
and which is declared by Ilerr Chwol- 
son, Professor of Phy.'iics at tho Univor- 
sitv of St.Petersburg, to he an instru- 
ment of wonderful simplicity and value. 
In an article in the iVoioonti, describing 
the invention, which he believes will 
revolutionize the manufacture of wat- 
ches, Prof. Chwolsonsays: "The watches 
are without any springs and consist 
solely of two wheels. Besides being 
true they have the advantage of the 
second hand moving in single momen- 
tary leaps, as ia usually the case only 
in very costly watches, and which is of 
the utmost utility for astronomical 
observations. These watches can also 
.set in motion a ceitain number of 
watches of the same construction, so 
that theyl all ikeep 'exact time. The 
in volition haa'convincoiJ me that watch- 
es 'can'.' bis us'ed^ for the ' purpose of 
telegraphy.""

There is no better 
backbone lor a province than an agriciil 
tural one. Tiie miner may come and go, 
the merchant and tlie manufacturer may 
stay na lung as it suits them, but give (he 
farmer good land and a fair climate and 
ha is always there, rain or ahiiie. If 
buaiooss is brisk he can command a good 
market; but if there is no market he can 
still live all the same, and constitutes a 
constant and conservative factor in the 
population wliich ia apt to tone down the 
movcmonta and aspinitioiia of the more 
flighty and erratic portions of it. It 
mattera little what else goes wrong if the 
farmers have had a ^ood harvest. There 
ia still some hope left for the country. 
Hence the advantages (jf a good, solid 
agricultural basis for the country. '1'cj 
attain this in British Columbia we shall 
require every acre of land wo have got, 
and when the tide sweeps in by the 
sluiceway of the Canada Pacific, every 
poitiou of the province will bo explorud 
and many valuable tracts will be discover- 
ed which are now perliups unknown. Still 
there will be little land enough, and the 
large blocks whieh hare been acquired by 
speculators under the famous Walkem-

It ia said the suGcesu of 
thit) sect of Musselmen in Egypt thrcal- 
ons the Englifih Indian Empire, and 
France will by ilio power of oventH be 
called upon to resume her position in 
Egypt. 

London, Nov. 23— DeLesseps is of the 
opinion that tho rising of El Mohdi ia 
not daiigeroua. He says, if left alone, 
he don't think El Mehdi will get far 
enough to trouble the Suez Canal. Aasu- 
am, ho says, must be strongly fortified 
and guarded, as that is the most import- 
ant point at this juncture. Ho thinks it 
would be very unwise to send English 
troops into the Soudan, aj they cannot 
stand the climate. 

Berlin, Nov. 23— The defeat of Hicks 
Pasha by Egyptian rebels caused ii pain- 
ful sensation here, aa eight German ofii- 
cera were with the Egyptian expedition. 
It is the unanimous opinion that England 
cannot withdraw her forces from Egypt, 
and that she miiat avenge tho death of 
Commaudor ftloiieriof, the Consul at Sim- 
kin, and othora who were active, oppo- 
nents of the slave trade. 

Cairo, Nov. 23 — A telegram fmm Mr, 
Power, the artist, who was with Hicka 
Pasha's expedition at Khartoum, reports 
that the Grat attack of the Egyptian army 
waa successful. It waa not until the 
enemy was bolioved to be routed that 
Hicks Pasha accepted as a guide the ern- 
misrary of El Mehdi, who led tho army 
into tho defiles where it waa annihilated. 

Cairo, Nov. 23— Col. T. Logan, with 
Hicka Puaha, has telegraphed from Kar- 
toum to Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood conlirm- 
ing the previous reports of the disaster to 
Hicka Paaha'a army. He says the whole 
country has risen. Tho govi?rnmont has 
asked Baker Pash to send 1000 gendarmes 
to Suakom to help clear the desert, but 
ho rofuood to send them, thinking they 
weio required in upper Egypt. Turkey 
has otlorod to send 20,000 troops to re- 
establish Mussulman authority in Soudan. 
Intense excitement prevails everywhere 
in Egypt. The country is'not safe above 
the second catarapt of the Nile. The 
Khedive has orderbd tho evacuation of 
military posts on the Blue Nile and the 
White Nile. Troops fr on posts on the 
former river will be inaaaed at Sennar.

Strange Stor7 Told In a - London 
Oonxt. 

At Enfield, before Mes.srs. Bo.san- 
quet and Fonl, divisional justices, Eu- 
gene (yNoill, aged Iwenty-uit^lit, an ex- 
iiiL'tropulitan police const.ublc, wa.s 
chargcil on hi,s own cunfe.s.'^inn with 
Imvinfj attein|ited to cointnit .suicide 
by cuttin.£{ his throat with a razor. 

Constable Walter Sanders, Y Divi- 
.sion, stated that he was on duty in 
Church road, Tottenham, about twelve 
at night, when the prisoner accD.stod him 
and hftid ho wished to give liini.stdf up 
for cutting hi.s throat. Blopd was lluw- 
ing from a wound in the tliroat.and al.so 
from one in the wrist He stated that 
he had come to Tottenham on purpose 
to eominit suicide, and th.it he had 
taken a iiuaiuiiy of paratliii on tho 
proviuuH day without efl'ect.
